Applicant argues that the lifespan aspect of Blackketter does not allow for 
accessing the trigger after the lifespan of the trigger . The exanniner disagrees, and 
explained in the previous Office Action that the trigger expiration time limitation is broad, 
and does not overcome the triggers of Blackketter, which expire when the start time is 
reached, and the trigger is executed. Enhanced content can then be accessed. 

The examiner notes that the Applicant recognizes the examiner's interpretation 
that an execution time attribute is the equivalent of the expiration attribute (see Page 2, 
Fifth Paragraph of Applicant's arguments). The examiner feels that this interpretation of 
the broad claim limitations is not inconsistent and that because the trigger is executed at 
a specified time, it has then served it's purpose, and has therefore expired. The 
examiner simply used the lifespan attribute as a further example of how the trigger 
reaches an expiration time upon execution. 
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
